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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed amendment are still indefinate. According to the specification paragraphs [0038] and [0039] the 
examiner would expect that the member utilizes the advertising information to make a purchase (not a purchase simulation) and that the 
purchase information file stores purchase simulation information rather than purchase information (in order to maintain member privacy). 
Therefore, the examiner is unclear as to whether the applicant intends to send the actual purchase information and thus the private 
customer information to the advertising company. Finally, the examiner is unable to identify support in the specification for limiting the 
purchase information to a plurality of member. Plurality simply means a simple majority. Therefore the applicant is claiming to send 
purchase information (or perhaps purchase simulation information) to the advertising company for at least 51% of its employees. 
However, no step for identifying the 51% that are included and no means for restricting those members that have been excluded are 
claimed. If the applicant intends do describe a situation in which all purchase simulation data gathered is aggregated together and sent to 
the advertising company, the examiner suggest rewording the claim to reflect the fact that all purchase simulation data is aggregated 
together.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The proposed amendment would change the 
meats and bounds of the claim and therefore require consideration and/or search. Specifically, the identification of at least 51% of 
members that are to be selected for aggregation as well the the means for restricting members from being included in the group selected 
for aggregation. The examiner would need to consider whether such limitations are supported in the specification as well as whether such 
a limitation is taught by prior art.. 
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
